though there are references that teach compositions comprising siloxanes represented 
by formula (1 ) of the present claims, no reference or combination of references, teaches 
or suggests a silicone composition comprising the siloxane represented by formula (1), 
in the amount of the present claims. 

Both Deng et al (US 6,235,832), and Ritscher et al (US 5,359,109) teach compositions 
comprising the siloxane represented by formula (1 ) of the present claims. However, 
both references fail to teach the siloxane in the amount of the present claims.
